A DRIVE THROUGH THE CITY. 


Various Scenes and Incidents Along the 
Koute. 


The president’s carriage stopped directly in 
front of the ladies’ entrance of the Kimball at 
9-35 o’clock, and in a few seconds those of the 
crowd nearest it were plucking the tlowers and 
wines which the artist had entwined around 
the vehicle. 

But they were quickly stopped and pushed 
back. 

When the carriage left the house General 
Young, with members of his staff, were around 
it. Mr. Brady drove from the house to Deca- 
tur street, and up Decatur to the Kimball. All 
along the street the crowd was so thick that 
the carriage made very slow progress. The 
team was turned just above the ladies’ en- 
trance’ to the hotel, and when the 
carriage stopped the door swung out over the 
gtvie block. The Governor’s Horse Guard, 
Captain Milledge commanding, about forty 
ertong, had taken position in front of the en- 
trance an hour before the carriage came out, 
and kept a narrow space directly in front of 
themclear. The space became beautifully less 
very rapidly after the carriage came up until 
Chief of Police Connolly with a mounted 
squad arrived. The chief assumed charge, 
and in a short time beat the throng ovt of the 
street from Pryor up-to the new bank build- 
ing.

In passing the Grant house Mrg, Cleveland 
saw an elegant oil painting of herself hanging 
out.

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AT THE CAPITAL. 
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The President and Mrs. Cleveland Receive 
Distinguished Men. 

Owing to the preference of President Cleve- 
land to meet the members of the general assem- 
bly individually and not in their official capac- 
ity, his excellency did not visit the hall of the 
house of representatives as anticipated. It 
was arranged, however, that President Cleve- 
land and wife receive the members of the gen- 
eral assembly and state officials there. The 
central room occupied by Major J. W. Warren. 
and Judge J. T. Nisbet was suitably arranged 
and prepared forthe occasion. Marietta street 
in front and ‘Forsyth street on the side, were 
densely packed with people, ayd the pressure 
was great indeed to get inside the capitol 
building. But the police stood at the entrance 
like a stone wall to keep out the living tide 
seeking to flowin. They did theirduty well, 
and even had the hardihood to try to keep out 
reporters. The police from the number who 
claimed to be members of the house and seeking 
admission report somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of 387 members. The crowded condi- 
tion of the streets prevented anything like 
celerity in the movement of the procession of 
the president. It was nearing high noon when 
the shouts of the populace heralded the ap- 
proach of the president and party.

Governor Gor- 
don first introduced Governor Richardson, of 
South Carolina; next, cx-Govyernor Hi. D. 
McDaniel, then Governor Porry, of Florida.

the senate, headed by __ Hon. 
John’S. Davidson, president. Hon. William 
A. Harris, the portly secretary was the next 
happy, man followed by the commanding form 
of Senator DeJarnette, and when the senators 
all passed in review, Hon. W. A. Little, 
speaker of the house, was jntroduced. When 
Mr. Gardner was presented in his happiest 
vein, he said: ‘‘I'mtruly glad to shake the 
hand of a democratic president and more 60 
that of Mr. Cleveland.”

After all the members had 
been presented,the governor's staff closed upthe 
rear.

tles were blown, but heard above them all, 
were three times ‘“‘three cheers for Cleveland 
and his wife,’ as they went up from the mul- 
titudes that now came crowding from every 
portion of the grounds.

Anarchist Parsons, who is now in the 
Chicago jail awaiting the execution of the 
death sentence, has written a characteristic 
letter to the governor of Illinois, 

Parsons takes no stock in the effort 
how being made by his friends to have his 
sentence commuted, He writes to the gov- 
ernor that he is either guilty or innocent. 
If guilty, he prefers death rather than to 
go “‘like the quarry slave at night, scourged 
to his dungeon.”’ If innocent, he is entitled 
to, and will accept nothing less than lib- 
erty. 

This is brave talk. But the anarchist 
@rops into mere drivel towards tho close of 
his letter. He claims that there is a judicial 
conspiracy to murder the condemned an- 
archists. He protests against this judicial 
grime, but repeats his determination to 
_ puffer death rather than accept a commuta- 
tion. In conclusion he asks the governor 
to examine the record of the trial and de- 
cide whether the prisoners are guilty or in- 
nocent. 

This man is perhaps the only genuine 
American among the Chicago anarchists. 
He is something of a crank, but his Ameri- 
ean pluck bears him up to the last. We 
must not allow this man’s heroism in a bad 
gause to excite oursympathy. He is the 
ppen and avowed enemy of society, law and 
order. There is no room in this country 
forsuch men. There is an opening for 
@ead anarchists, but there is no place for 
them while they are alive. The sooner An- 
archist Parsons and his fellow outlaws are 
ander the sod, the better it will be for those 
who are left behind.

The liberals are becoming embarrassed by the 
many signs of the spread of the protectionist prin- 
ciples in this country, Lord Salisbury fs a firm free- 
trader, but the rank and file are becoming converted 
and it is thought that many conservative chiefs will 
hardly be able to resist the pressure which will be 
brought to bear on them, It is significant that sev- 
eral journals devoted to agricultural subjects, 
which of course circulate largely in provincial dis- 
tricts, and which have hitherto been free traders, 
are now fair traders, One of the num 
ber goes 8o far as to declare that the protectionist 
party is establ’ghed, and cnly wants a leader. The 
protectionists announce that when they declare 
their policy they will compel the support of the 
Irish nationalists, because protection to native in- 
dustries is one of Mr. Parnell’s demands.

for Great Britain, 


Jeffersonian Principles. 
From the Augusta Chronicle, 

For the information of the readers of The Chroni- 
cle, and e«pecially for the instruction of some of our 
in‘ol:rant democratic “brethren of the press, who 
are in the habit of reading those, who do not agree 
w:th their views, out of the party, we print extracts 
from some of President Jefferson’s messages to con- 
gress. While he wasa strict constructionist of the 
constitution and laid down the axiom that ‘a peo- 
ple who are least governed are the best governed,”’ 
he favored liberal appropriat’oas for works of interna 
improvements, national defenses, and even for edu- 
cational purposes,« He favored a protective tariff. 
In his first messagé to congress President Jeffeison 
says: ‘‘Agriculture, manufactures, commerce, and 
navigation, the four pillars of our prosyerity, are 
then most thriving when left most free to individ- 
ual enterprise.” But he adds, “protection from 
casual embarrassments, however, may sometimes 
be reasonably interposed; andin his second mes- 
sage he says, ‘‘to protect the manufactures adapted 
to our circumstances,” with other objects which he 
mentions, “‘are the landmarks by which we are to 
guide ourselves in all our proceedings.” 

In his sixth annual message, December 2d, 1806, 
Mr. Jefferson says: 

“The question, therefore, now comes forward, to 
what other objects shall these surpluses be appro- 
priated, and the whole surplus of impost after the 
entire discharge of the public debt, and during those 
interyals when the purposes of war shall not call 
forthem? Shall we suppress the impost, and give 
that advantage to foreign over domestic manufac- 
turers? On a few articles of more general and 
necestary use the suppression, in due season, will 
doubtless be right; but the great mass of the arti- 
cles on which impost is paid are foreign luxuries, 
purchased by those only who are rich enough to 
afford themselves the use of them. Their 
patrio. gn would certainly prefer its con- 
tinuance and application to the , kreat 
purposes fof public education, Toads, 
rivers, canals and such other objects of public im- 
provement as may be thought proper to add to the 
constitutional enumeration of federal powers, By 
these operations new channels of communicat’oa 
will be opened between the s‘ates, the lines of sepa- 


fed, and their union cemented by new and indis- 
soluble ties. Education is here placed among the 
articles of public care; not that it would be pro- 
posed to take its ordinary branches out of the hands 
of private enterprise, which manages so much better 
all the concerns to which it is equal; but a public in- 
stitution can alone supply those sciences which, 
though rarely called for, are yet necessary to com- 
plete the circle, all the parts of which contribute to 
the improvement of the country, and some of them 
to its preservation. 

“The subject is now proposed for the considera- 
tion of congress, because, if approved, by the time 
the state legislatures shall have deliberated on this 
extension of the federal trusts, and the laws ‘shall 
be passed and other arrangements made for their 
execution, the necessary funds will be on hand and 
without employment. I suppose an amcndment to 
the constitution, by consent ofthe states necessary, 
because the objects now recommended are not 
among those enumerated in the constitution, and to 
which it permits the public moneys to be applied.” 

In his seventh message, October 27th, 1807, con- 
gress being summoned before the usual time of 
meeting, to consider the case of the Chesapeake, 
Mr. Jefferson says: 

“A poition of thissum may be considered as a 
commencément of accumulation of the surpluses of 
revenue, which, after paying the installments of 
debts as they shall become payable, will remain 
without any specific object. It may partly, indeed, 
be = toward completing the defense of tne ex- 
por points of our country on sich a scale as shall 
pe adapted to our principles and circumstances. 
This object is doubtless among th? first erititled to 
attention in sucha state of our i nances, and it isone 
which, whether we have peace or war, will provide 
security where it is due. Whether what shall re- 
main of this, with the future surpluses. may be use- 
fully applied to purposes already authorized. or 
more usefully to others requiring new authorities 
er how otherwise they shall be disposed of. are 
questions calling for the notice 0° congress, unless 
indeed, they shall be superseded by a ¢ lange in our 
public relations, now awaiting the determination of 
others.,’’ 

And in his eighth and ‘ast message, November 8, 
1808, he says, and they were Jeflerson’s last official] 
words: 

“The probable accumulation of the surpluses of 
revenue beyond what can be applied to the pay- 
ment of the public debt, wh-never the freedom and 
safety of our commerce shall be restored. merits the 
con: ideration of congress, Shall it lie i nproda. tive 
in the public vaults? Shall the revenue be reduced? 
or shall it not rather be appropriated to the im- 
provements of roads, canals, r-vers, education: and 
other great foundations of prosperity and union 
under the powers which congress may already pos- 
sess, or such amendment of the constitution as may 
be approved by the states?”’

G. FRANCIS TRAIN’S FAIRY TALY. 


A New Hallucination to the Effect that Lin- 


coln’s Body Has Been Stolen, 


Srxinorietp, Iil., October 14-—George 
Francis Train has made the startling discovery 
that the remains of Abraham Lincoin are not 
in the sarcophagus at the tomb here, as the 
poople of the nation are told, and believe, but 
that they are in the hands of some unprinci- 
pled shylock, who is holding them for specu- 
lation, and that inside of ten years they will 
be offered for sale to some enterprising dime 
museum man to be carted around the country 
as acuriosity. This afternoon Mr. Train, in 
company with Mrs. Belva A. Lockwood and a 
number of radicaljreformérs,who have been at- 
tending the industrial reform convention, vis- 
ited the tomb of the martyr president. 

At the monument there is an old man whose 
duty it isto relate to visitors the history of 
the sacred relics there kept, and who never 
fails to relate the story of the attempt made 
in 1876 to steal the body from the casket. Mr. 
Train listened to the story through, and then 
informed the narrator that tho stealing was a 
job, and that the body that rested in security 

n the grave of stone was not the remains of 
Abraham Lincoln, but a duplicate and a sham. 

The party was dumbfounded at the startling 
assertion, even from this startling man, and it 
was the chief topic of conversation during the 
remainder of the trip. A reporter called on 
Mr. Train shortly after he returned from the 
cemetery and asked what reasons there were 
for believing the body in thetomb was not 
that of Lincoln. He _ replied that he 
had every reason in the world, ex- 
cept positive evidence, to prove that 
body-snatchers had removed the body of Lin- 
coln, and replaced it with the dummy which 
was identified by the guard of honor last spring 
as being the original. Mr. Train claims that 
the entire scheme for robbiug the grave was 
planned by detectives, The monument asso- 
ciation was informed of the plot by a secret 
service man, who overheard the aning of the 
scheme in a Chicago saloon. He claims the 
detectives who were with the members of the 
association the night of the robbery were in 
cahoots with the robbers, and that the mem- 
bers of the monument association present were 
innocent stool-pigeons. 

It is Train’s theory that two men who were 
captured were paid for going to the penitenti- 
ary, and that the detectives were aware when 
the deed was committed that they could not 
be sent to prison fora longer time than one 
year. It was done forthe reward, and that 
would come by bartering the body. 

A gentleman present at the moment when 
Train made known his outlandish theory, was 
in the secret service underGeneral Henry B. 
Carrington during the war, and says that the 
idea is worth investigating, and that the facts 
should be brought out. 

George Francis Train received the following 
telegram tonight from Fulton Gardner, editor 
of the Western Newsman, No. 155 South Clark 
street, Chicago: ‘‘Your paper No. 2 suppress- 
ed on the street.

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A CANNIBLE AT WHIST. 


A Ticklish Game in Which a Mart 
Eater Took Part, 


SOME POINTS ABOUT CANNIBALCOOKING 


From New Zealand and the Fiji Islands. 
Cannibalism Said to be Disappear. 
ing From Among the People. 


From the New York Mail, 

I have known two cannibals intimately, and 
they were both most agreeable men. One Wag 
my host in New Zealand and the other my 
partner at whist in Fiji. The race is dyin 
out so fast, and the opportunity of countieg a 
cannibal among your acquaintance js growing 
so rare, that my impressions of them and thie: 
remark on the subject may not be without “9 
terest, 

During atrip throngh the North island of 
New Zealand in 15801 met in the vicinit of 
the beautiful Bay of Islands the og Mack 
chief, Te Hemera. At this time he wa ye 
proaching eighty years of age, but his intellens 
was bright and his memory apparently uz ie 

aired. In his younger days he must nec 
been a man Of magnificent physique, byt oa 
he was bent and withered and his wonderfatie 

tattooed face resembled some curious ly mottled 
piece of parchment. All his life had been 
an in the North island, mostly in the neigh. 
vorhood of Paihia. He well remembered the 
arrival of the first white settlers, and many 
and wonderful were the yarns he told about 
them. On the subject of cannibalism he spoke 
as an expert, having partaken of many a hu- 
man joint. From him I learned that the 
Maoris never indulged in cannibalism except 
in the case of enemies killed or taken prisoner 
in battle. Prisoners, however, were often kept 
for years as slaves, and then, on the occasion 
of some great feast occurring, taken and killed. 
This would account for the stories told by 
the early missionary settlers of the slaughter 
of human victims in time of peace. Rarely, 
except after a big battle, or the wreck of 
some ship on their rock-bound cwoast, did the 
Maoris indulge ina human banquet. The 
feast was conducted with considerable cere. 
mony in a ‘‘pah”’ specially reserved for the 
purpose and which went by the name of “Kai 
Tauzata,” which means “Eat Man.” The 
method of cooking was as follows: The body 
was hung up toa beam by the neck, scalded 
with boiling water and carefully seraped 
with oyster shells. It was then tak m 
down, the hair all cut off and the head 
decapitated. The brain being considered a 
great delicacy, was reserved for the 
chief. In the case of men killed in battle the 
heart was the property of the slayer. The 
entrails were then taken out and the trunk 

filled with hot stones. Itwas then placed in 
anoven built in the ground, covered over 
with stones,and allowed to cook for at least 
twelve hours. It was customary tu place the 

body in the oven about senset, and the whole 

night during which the cooking was going 
on was passed in feasting and dancing. Aft 
early dawn the meat was taken out and cut 

up for distribution. Some of :the flesh was 
given to the women, and each man, on ra 
ceiving his share, retired to his “‘pah’’ and ate 
it in private. Te Hemeracould give me no 
reason for this last custom, which is a very 
curious one, as at all other banquets the food 
is eaten in public. I fancy it must have 
originated from the fact that their inordinate 
greed for human flesh was apt to lead to quare 
rels during the consumption of it. For it is. 
held to be a heinous crime to do anything to 
disturb the sacred harmony during the progresg¢ 
ofa feast. Should this bea soluticn of the cus 
tom it may be taken as a confirmation of the 


to brutalize those who indulgeinit. To show 
how all-absorbing the taste becomes, Te Hee 
mera told me thaton one occasion a young 
girl was allotted to him as a portion of 
anumber of slaughtered victims, and put- 
ting her into a canoe he carried her far 
from the settlement into the bush and 
there remained until he had finished her. 
Can anything more ghastly be imagined thar 
this weird feast in the depths of anew Zealand 
forest. Never, weare apt to imagine, does 
man feel more near God than when he paces 
in solitude the paths of some tenantless wiid, 
How passing strange is it that man clothed im 
the very image of his maker, men created but 
a little lower than the angels, should be capae 
ble of devouring with ghoulish glee his fellow 
man. I confess that after hearing this story I 
felt a loathing for the old man which I never 
got over, and I was not sorry to leave him and 
his grim reminiscences far behind, while I be- 
tcok myself to fresh fields and pastures new. 
From New Zealand to the Fiji islands is ne 
great distance, and during a fortnight’s stay 
in that lovely group [ met several notorious 
cannibals. Moreover, experienced the novod 
sensation of playinga rubber of whist with 
one ofthem. Atthetimeof the visit King 
Thakambau was alive and much given to 
hospitality to any travellers who visited 
Devaka. A handsome allowance from the 
British government enabled him to indulge 
this whim to his heart’s content, and every 
evening an entertainment of some sort wag 
provided at the palace. Thakambau was them 
63 years of age, but looked oider; a fine 
looking man standing over six feet in height. 
with intelligent but crafty features. He had 
discarded native costume and usually appear- 
ed dressed in a black frock coat anda stove- 
pipe hat, which did not add to his dignity. 
One evening I anda friend strolled into. the 
king’s garden and found him sitting on the 
verandah of one of his houses playing euchre 
with his son, Prince Abel. As we watched the 
game and chatted about cards I was surprised 
to learn that Thakambau knew whist. It ap 
peared that he had learnt the gaine a iew 
year ago before when he was the guest of Sit 
Hereules Robison at Sidney. He had nog 
been able to make it popular with his ; eo 
ple, however, and Prince Abel denounc+ 
ed it emphatically as a “fool game.” At 
the king’s suggestion we sat down to 4 
rubber. His majesty and myself against my 
friend and Prince Abel. It was soon appa 
rent that neither of our dusky partners knew 
much about the game. Thakambau especially 
could not resist the pleasure of taking his 
partner’s trick and invariably played his highs 
est cards whenever it came his turn to play. 
The fact that an ace took a king too seemed 
to canse him considerable annoyance as being 
derogatory to the kingly dignity. Altcgethet 
it was 2 game played under ditticuties and out 
opponents won. However, the picturesque 
ness of the surroundings and the strange char 
acter of my partner amply compensated ior 
the defect. Twenty years before Tlhakambeau 
had been a notoricus caunibal, How many of 
the human race had found a resting place i> 
his capacious stomach it would be impossivie 
to estimate. In his earlier years, when i inig 
of @Nebau, his chief, invariably aske 
him whether he would take “puak 
belava”’ or ‘“puka decua’” for dinner. 
The former means long pig, that is humap 
flesh, and the latter real pig. Joints of both 
were in those days always kept in the royab 
larder. It took the missionaries many years te 
wean the Fijians from this horrible custom, 
and probably the introduction of cattle into the 
islands had ag much to do with abolishing it as 
anything else. Addressing @ meeting Of mis» 
sionaries in 1854, Thakambau promised to give 
up the practice save i the case of —— 
taken in battle; these, however, were still so! 
eaten, for said he: “It is right that the beasts 
of mv warriors should be the graves of my ene 
“+ Tt was not until the death of his 
father, Tanoe, in 1967, that he formally forbade 
cannibalism and became 4 Christian. Ln the 
course of several conversations z with 
Thakambau on the subject of eating humag 
flesh I learnt that the methods of cooking i» 
the Fiji islands differed considerably ae 
those in vogue in New Zealand. The mea 
was cut up in small pieces previous to coos Ty 
it. It was then wrapped in plantain leaves 
and tied up with fibre and placed in an oveb 
in the ground and allowed to cook unti! the 
leaves and fibre were reduced to ashes. ! 
heads were made into soap. Thakambau told 
ime that his father never offered anything but 
‘puaka belaya” toa chief, and as visits from 
the petty chieftains of the numerous islands © 
the group were frequent the sacrifice of life 
was terrible. The victims were always selucted 
from the slave classes, who never knew fro} 
day to day when they would be called upon [¢ 
furnish a feast for the palace.
